Reported Allies Will Soon 
Make Formal Protest 
Against the Clearance of 
German Merchant Subma- 
rines. 


Baltimore, July 20.—A British cargo 
steamer which anchored off the berth 
of the merchant submarine Deutschland 
gave officials of the Eastern Forward- 
ing company considerable worry to- 
night. The British vessel is in a posi- 
tion to observe any movement of the 
submarine, which expected to sail 
at any moment.

Allies May Protest. 

Washington, July~ 20.—Although: no 
formal objection to the clearance of the 
German merchantman 
Deutschland from Baltimore has been 
interposed in advance by the embas- 
sies of the allied nations, there were 
indications tonight that after 
American government had placed 
self on 
papers the informal 
made by the British and French ambas- 
sadors soon after the Deutschland’s 
arrival might be supplemented by a 
more definite protest. 

Thus far the course of the state de- 
partment in regard to the submarine 
has been largely negative. Decision 
that she was a merchantman did not, 
in the nature of the case, call for’ any 
positive steps such as would have fol- 
lowed had it been held that she was a 
war vessel. The allied embassies are 
understood to take the view, however, 
that issuance of clearance would fur- 
nish a basis upon which to hinge a 
protest that the American government 
had performed an act incompatible with 
the principles of international law. 

A Potential Warship. 

The informal representations a}- 
ready presented go no further than to 
suggest that the Deutschland, as an 
under-water craft, is a potential war- 
ship. Should a formal protest follow, 
it doubtless will take the more ad- 
vanced ground that the vessel also 
lack& many characteristics essential] 
to a merchantman as conceived in in- 
ternational law and may even be 
framed with a view to holding the 
United States liable for indemnity for 
any damage she might cause to allied 
mérchant or war vessels after her de- 
parture from American waters. 

A merchant ship, it is held by allied 
diplomatists here, is presumed in inter- 
national law to be s0 constructed and 
navigated that she plainly discloses 
her character, is capable of being stop- 
ped by warning shots across her bow 
and can be boarded for examination of 
her papers. These strictures on the 
merchant status of the Deutschland, 
coupled with the declaration that’ sub- 
marine operation in itself constitutes 
an evidence of extra-legal character, 
such as Warships assume, are under-

Thus, he 
stated, while Sir William E. Robertson, 
chtef of the imperial staff, directed the 
military operations, the Indian govern- 
ment supplied the forces, and the com- 
mandes-in-chief in India was responsi- 
ble for the supplies. Every requisition 
made on the war office for aid for the 
sick and wounded and for transport 
had been honored, the secretary said.

TO POSTMASTERS 


“Service and Unselfishness” 
Are Declared by Wilson to 
Be the Philosophy of His 
Political Faith. 


Washington, July 20.—The philosophy 
of his political faith, which he termed 
“service and unselfishness” was de- 
lineated by President Wilson tonight 
in an address to about 700 postmasters, 
virtually aH his own appointees, at 
the annual banquet of the National 
Association of Presidential Postmas- 
ters. He also touched upon the sub- 
ject of peace, but only to say that “in 
no other country are the processes of 
peace so free to move.” 

Introduced by Postmaster Selph, of 
St. Louis, presiding, as ‘“‘the protector 
the president 
was given an ovation lasting more than 
five minutes. In prefacing his remarks 
he said he understood his auditors were 
virtually all democrats, and that, there- 
fore, he was more free to say certain 
chings than he might otherwise have 
been. 


Service of Country. 
look about upon 
president said, “If gather many of the 
impressions of the last three vears. 
Because many serious things have oc- 
curred, and the thing I have been most 
interested in is organizing this gov- 
ernment for service of the country.

Declaring that selfishness was the 
antithesis of public service because it 
separates men into camps, Mr. Wil- 
son said that the United States “is 
now one of the few countries in which 
lines of hestility are not drawn.”

BACK NAVAL BILL 


Charge Is Made by Senator 
La Follette in Debate in 
Effort to Block “Prepared- 
ness Program. 


Washington, July 20.—Senator la 
Follette again delayed passage of the 
naval bill today, continuing until a 
few minutes before adjournment the 
attack he began yesterday against the 
measure. As soon as he concluded the 
senate defeated, 44 to 8, his amend- 
ment to prohibit use of the navy to 
coHect private debts or enforce claims 
of American citizens or corporations. 
A substitute by Senator Norris to pre- 
vent such employment of naval vessels 
until court procedures had been ex- 
hausted and arbitration denied also was 
defeated. 

In a seven-hour speech Senator La 
PFollette charged that the big finan- 
cial interests of the country, centered 
in two great Wall street groups known 
as the Morgan and Standard Oil com- 
binations, were responsible for the 
movement for a large army and navy. 
Speaking on his amendment, the Wis- 
consin senator declared he had been 
informed upon good authofity that Gen- 
eral Carranza was negotiating agree- 
ments along those lines with Latin- 
American countries and later would 
ask the United States to enter upon it. 

The proposed naval program, Sena- 
tor La Follette declared, meant the 
inauguration of a policy to build a 
navy aS great or greater than Great 
Britain's within the next ten years. 

“But when we have done that what 
then?’ he continued. “When you build 
England and Germany will build more. 
You will drive them to it and after 
you. have spent your $215,000,000 you 
will just find vourselves in a new place 
to start. Your only limit then will be 
the limit of taxation upon -the Ameri- 
can people.”

STEAMER IS SHELLED 
AND THEN TORPEDOED 


Virginia Makes Brave Run for 
Safety But Falls Victim 
to German U-Boat. 


London, July 21.—The British steam- 
er Virginia, which was sunk by a Ger- 
man several days ago, was first shelled 
by the submarine in a half-hour chase, 
according to Reuter’s Malta corre- 
spondent. The Virgfhia was finally 
compelled to halt, when her funnel had 
been blown away making the engine 
rooms and stoke hole untenable. 

The submarine immediately torpe- 
doed the vessel, the correspondent 
adds, and continued shelling her while 
the men were getting into boats. 
Twenty-five of the crew got off safely, 
but 25 others went down with the ship 
while endeavoring to release a second 
boat from the falls.

Russians Beating Turks. 


The Germans in the region of the 
Somme river have been forced before 
the fierce onslaughts of the French 
to give up first line trenches over a 
front of approximately six miles to 
the French and to the north of the 
river similar lines a thousand yards 
long to the British. 

The forward push of the French ex- 
tended from Barlenx, southwest of Pe- 
ronne, to the height of Vermandovil- 
lers, which lies some three miles west 
of Fresnes and marks an advance 
farther south along the French port. 

The British gain was made in the 
sector north of their Bazentin-Longue- 
val line, and in addition the troops of 
King George captured more terrain in 
Delville wood and the village of Lon- 
gueval. The French also occupied and 
consolidated further German positions 
near Hardecourt. 


| 2,900 
PRISONERS. 

In Thursday’s fighting the French 
took 2,900 prisoners, three guns and 
about 30 machine guns and a large 
quantity of war material. Stubborn 
opposition was encountered by the 
British in their advance and the fight- 
ing continues heavy on the outskirts 
of the Longueval village and in Del- 
ville wood.

The Germans sou ‘west of Lutsk 
and the Austro-Hun# ans at the 
bend of the Stokhod river north of 
Sokul in Volhynia have gone cn the 
offensive against the Russians and 
gained successes over them, according 
to Berlin.

WARRANTS DISMISSE 
AGAINST DETECTIVE 


Eichelberger Drops the Case 
Charging Miller With False 
Swearing, Ending Row. 


The warrant sworn out recently 
against P. C. Miller, a private detective, 
by Dr. G. W. Elchelberger, superin- 
tendent of the Georgia Anti-Saloon 
league, charging the detective with 
false swearing, was withdrawn by Dr. 
Eichelberger Thursday “upon advice of 
counsel,” as written on the municipal 


court docket.

Dr. Kichelberger’s action with- 
drawing the warrant was conceded to 
be the wind-up of the fight which the 
anti-saloon leaders have waged on At- 
torney Thomas B. Felder, formerly con- 
nected with the league. The warrant 
against Miller was taken out by Dr. 
Eichelberger, who stated at the time 
that his action was answer to Miller's 
affidavit to the effect that the Anti- 
Saloon league employed him to obtain 
incriminating evidence against Felder. 

The case had been set for next Mon- 
day and the court had ruled on duces 
tecums that the league should submit 
its records in court. The action will 
be unnecessary now that the warrant 
has been withdrawn.

During the course of his re- 
marks, which took up about thirty 
minutes, he was constantly interrupted 
by cheers and applause. 

“Tl have often dreamed,” he said in 
his opening remarks, ‘“‘that I. stood in 
the streets of this city protesting 
against the evils and trying to sup- 
press them. I have never dreamed that 
I should stand before so many of my 
personal friends for the purpose for 
which Iam here. This committee may 
be making a serious blunder.” 

A chorus of “no” followed this re- 


mark. 

“There fs a time told of in the Bible 
when a prophet of the Lord appeared 
to the household of Jesse seeking a 
leader of the people. There were many 


sons in the house, but the prophet went 
into the pastures and there found a 
small, blue-eyed boy. On this Doy’s 
head was placed the annointed oil.

He 
showed the need of instruction which 
would prevent ill health, resulting in 
many cases from neglect of the teeth. 

A committee from the Mothers’ con- 
gress, with Dr. Charles F. Crouch, 
chairman of the committee on dental 
hygiene, came before the conimittee to 
discuss another bill which will be in- 
troduced in the house by Dr. Brooks, 
of Macon. 

The bill gives each county authority 
to require students of the _ public 
schools to be examined by a compe- 
tent dentist or his assistant, to pro- 
vide instruction by clinics, pictures 
and tooth brush drills. Expenses ®vill 
be paid from the educational fund. The 
State superintendent of education is 
made supervisor of the enforcement of 
the measure. The appropriation asked 
is $2,500 to aid in establishing a dis- 
pensary where local co-operation is’ 
assured. ee

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PEOPLE MAY VOTE 


ON TAX INCREASE 


Council Passes Resolution 
Asking Legislature to Give 
People Chance to Vote on 
Increase in Tax Rate—lIt 
Would Change Rate From 
$1.25 to $1.50. 


A resolution by Alderman Thomson 
passed general council Thursday at its 
special adjourned meeting requesting 
the general assembly to give permis- 
sion to the people to vote on the ques- 
tion of an increase in the tax rate 
from the present figure of $1.25 per 
$100 to $1.50 per $100.

Councilman Johnson said he fe™ the 
time had come for council to vote on 
& paper some other way than through 
“pure, unadulterated politics.” 

The resolution follows: 

Be it resolved by the mayor and 
general council, That the general as- 
sembly of Georgia at its approaching 
session be requested to so amend the 
charter of the city of Atlanta as to 
permit the levy of an ad valorem tax 
of 1% per cent on the $1.00 of assessed 
value, instead of 1% per cent, as at 
present. 
* Also, that the charter be amended 
s0 as to permit the city council to 
abolish what is known as the sanitary 
tax if they should decide this action to 
be wise. 

Amended: 

That any raise in the tax rate from 
the present rate of 1% per cent on the 
dollar be submitted to the people for 
approval or disapproval.

TO PLAN FOR HEARING AUGUST 


17 


The Georgia Shippers’ association met 
yesterday morning in the Chamber of Com- 
merce auditorium. Fifty representative busi- 
ness men-from all over the state were pres- 
ent. W. C. Vareen, president of the organ- 
ization, presided. ; 

The rate hearing before the railroad com- 
mission set for August 17 was the chief tople 
of the meeting. Plans for fighting proposed 
raises by the railroads were made. A com- 
mittee of three was appointed to go before 
the railroad commission at their regular 
meeting next week. This committee will 
ask that the present schedule of procedure 
be changed. As the matter stands now the 
shippers will be expected to answer the petli- 
tions of the railroads immediately after each 
case is stated. The shippers will ask that 
they be allowed to file their answers with 
the commission at a later meeting. 

The committee appointed by President 
Vareen was J. L. Barfield of Macon, Sam 
D. Jones of Atlanta, Clyde L. King of Atlanta 
and A. Wimbigeh, also of Atlanta. 

B. Gilham, of Macon, secretary of the 
association, took a report in detail of the 


committee appointment, and will return the 
railroad commission's verdict to the associa- 
tion as soon as it has been rendered. 

The meeting was counted one of the most 
important ever held by the shippers’ associa- 
tion, inasmuch as the commission's action 
next week will be of vital importance to 
every shipper in the state. 

Choate Principal Speaker. 

H. E. Choate, of the J. K. Orr Shoe com- 
pany, was the principal speaker of the meet- 
ing. Mr. Choate sald:

as I am informed has been the custom for 
twenty years, that counsel for the carriers 
will examine their witnesses in the following 
manner: 

The questions and answers are prepared 
in advance for each and every’ witness. 
Counsel for the earriers holds in his hand 
a typewritten list. Counsel reads a question, 
the witness reads the answer; counsel reads 
a question, the witness reads the answer; 
and so on, throughout each witness’ testi- 
mony. 

Exhibits Will Be Technical. 

Furthermore, the exhibits filed by the car- 
riers will be technical and voluminous, rep- 
resenting months and years of work by hun- 
dreds of trained experts. 

Moreover, the very petition itself, in 
which no extended attempt is made to justify 
the proposed rates, but only the proposed 
new rates are presented, has been in prepara- 
tion for years. 

The rules of practice that govern cases 
before the interstate commerce commission 
provide that exhibits shall be filed with 
the commission prior to the hearing and 
copies served on the opposite parties at in- 
terest in ample time for study and analysis. 

I feel sure it is not necessary for me to 
dwell further upon the obvious and vital ne- 
cessity from the standpoint of the shippers, 
for the order of procedure to be formulated 
in accordance with the policy above out- 
lined; nor is it necessary, 1 take it, for me 
to further impress upon you the serious, I 
might say the hopeless, disadvantage which 
any different order of procedure will impose 
upon us. 

I regret to say, however, that the railroad 
commission has formulated and ordered and 
published a method of procedure which utter- 
ly ignores the well-established principle of 
fairness outlined above, and which contem- 
plates and requires a conduct of the case 
that is diametrically opposed to the order 
of procedure requested by the shippers. 

Not only does the railroad commission's 
order of procedure require no filing in ad- 
vance of the voluminous exhibits to be used 
by the railroads, but it grants the shippers 
no time at all for examination of these data 
after the same have been placed before the 
commission. 

Must Answer Immediately. 

The railroad commission's order of proce- 
dure contemplates and requires that the ship- 
pers shall immediately present their answer 
to the case presented by the carriers in sup- 
port of the rates om a particular subject.

To the last man the German troops 
fought in Trones Wood.

That was in obedience to orders, and 
perhaps no more remarkable than the brav- 
ery on all sides when such a command is 
given. 

Yet the world thrills at the story of the 
death of men who fight to the finish, and a 
valiant enemy honors their death-crowned 
resistance. 

From the first it was said, on the part 
of France and England, that it would be a 
war “to the last man,” and Germany echoed 
the sentiment. That has been the spirit of 
the “fighting, in the light of all that is at 
stake. ; 

In a sense it is narrowing down to that— 
to a Europe of graves, as the drive of death

An elevator is a sort of passenger skvy- 
rocket by which a person can be yanked off 
the earth and into a cooler climate forty- 
nine stories above in less time than it would 
take him to climb three flights of stairs and 
mop his forehead twice.

Elevators are run by men and boys, who 
are kept so busy that they do not have 
time to take tips. This agcounts for the 
enormous popularity of tHis ingenious con- 
trivance in this country. 

Blevators occasionally fall, but not as 
often us aeroplanes or brick houses. They 
are not as dangerous as street cars or in- 
stantaneous water heaters, and nobody 
minds them in this country. However, they 
are regarded with great terror in Europe 
and are only used as a last resort. An 
Englishman runs an elevator as if he were 
moving a barn and only the leisure class 
has time to ride in them. 

Elevators have increased the joy of the 
American business man by taking him 
above the fly line, the dust line, the noise 
line, the book agent line and the "skyline. 
They are almost the only free thing left 
in America, The New Yorker who ha8n’t the 
price of a ticket to Coney Island need 
never despair so long as he can climb on 
an elevator and travel so high in two min- 
utes that he can see half way back to his 
old western home.

Measure Indorsed 131 to 36. 
Oratory and Repartee Keep 


House in Uproar—Connor 
Changes Sides on Bill. 


So far as the lower house of the gen- 
eral assembly is concerned women in 
the future will be permitted to prac- 
tice law in the courts of Georgia on a 
basis of equality with men, the Cooper 
bill to that effect having passed that 
body yesterday by a vote of 131 to 36. 

It was under the head of “unfinished 
business” that the house resumed the 
debate on the woman lawyer question. 
This bill was before the house Wed- 
nesday, with Beck, of Murray, in pos- 
session of the floor when adjourn- 
ment time came. Mr. Beck resumed 
his speech of Wednesday. 

“Make Woman Somebody.” 

“Woman has elevated the kitchen,” 
he declared, and then “take woman in 
history; woman in the Bible,” he said, 
“and she has always made good in 
every calling. 

“The lawyers,’ ne declared, “have 
tried to use woman as a disinfectam, 
and nothing else. Give woman a legal 
Status,” he cried, “and make her a 
somebody.” 

At times during the debate, which 
was participated in by more than a 
dozen members, order was thrown to 
the winds and the house was plunged 
into chaos by applause and laughter. 
The speaker freq:uently cautioned the 
galleries against applause and demon- 
stration. Several times he fairly 
pleaded with the members of the house 
to refrain from further violation of, 
the rules against applauding. But it 
Was useless for him to attempt to sup- 
press laughter at times.

The committee also acted favorably 
upon the bill to appropriate $7,500 to 
the Fifth District Agricultural college, 
at Monroe, for the construction of a 
dormitory for girl students. 

Adverse action was taken wPpon a 
bill, supported mainly by the Georgia 
Shippers association, asking for an ap- 
propriation of $3,000 to defray the cost 
of a proposed transcription of the evi- 
dence to be adduced in the forthcoming 
freight rate hearing. 

The objects exvressed in the Dill 
would be to pay for a stenographer to 
record whatever testimony may be 
given at the hearing, which is sched- 
uled to begfn August 17, and for the 
printing of a number of copies of it 
sufficient to supply one to every ship- 
per and every carrier in the state who 
might request it. 

The commission was not particularly 
interested in the measure, although 
George Hiliyer a member of the com- 
mission, spoke briefly in favor of the 
proposed appropriation. 

In behalf of the sanitarium request 
for $300,000, J. T. Brantley, president 
of the administrative board of the in- 
stitution, and Engineer Dessereau, 
gave a graphic account of conditions 
and needs at the institution. The mon- 
ey is needed, they declared, for two 
dormitories, one for white women and 
one for negroes. In the negroes’ de- 
partment alone, they said, the institu- 
tion is taking care of 378 more patients 
than it has room for. The death rate 
amone them has grown to 20 per cent. 
President Brantley expressed his fear 
that unless the crowded condition can 
be relieved very soon a similarly 
alarming death rate will be recorded 
among.the white women.

An amendment was offered by the 
author of the measure providing that 
the following section should be strick- 
en: “This section shall not apply to 
stamps, coupons or similar devices is- 
sued by the vendor directly to the pur- 
chaser in which no other than the ven- 
dor and the purchaser has any interest 
and which are redeemable directly by 
the vendor in this state, either in cash 
or as a credit or rebate upon the price 
of articles or merchandise purchased 
by the same vendee ‘from the same 
vendor within this state.” Senator 
Lawrence offered an amendment so as 
to add “merchandise” after the phrase 
“either in cash,” 

100 Cents Worth for a Dollar. 


W. A. Wardlaw, of the board of fed- 
eration of trades of Georgia, and chair- 
man of legislative committee of the 
trades unions of this state, said that the 
elimination of all trading stamps 
would mean that the purchaser of a 

Ollar’s worth of goods would get a 
dollar’s worth, and not 90 or 95 cents 
worth. 

Frederic J. Paxon, of Davison-Pax- 
on-Stokes company, stated that the dry 
goods stores of Atlanta were giving 
$100,000 every year in trading stamps. 
He exhibited testimonials from more 
than 100 of Atlanta’s representative 
retailers urging the passage of the 
bill and showed signed communications 
from merchants and the chambers of 
commerce of Griffin, Macon, Monroe, 
Fort Valley, Gainesville and Americus. 
“Business must be done on a merit 
basis and not on a coupon proposition, 
for the consumer must pay in the end,” 
he said. 


Would Exempt Foreign (Corporations. 


In speaking on the bill, Judge Ar- 
thur Powell, representing an associa- 
tion of manufacturers and traders, fa- 
vored an amendment which would ex- 
cuse such foreign corporations frormn 
the operations of the bill, claiming 
that they sold standard goods at a uni- 
form price and gave the consumer the 
coupon discount.

Giants and Reds Complete 

Swap of Players —Two 
Reds Swapped for Three 
Giants. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, July 20.—After an 
absence of sixteen years, during which 
time as a member of the New York 
Giants, he made a reputation as the 
premier pitcher of professional DbDase- 
ball, Christy Mathewson returns here 
tomorrow to manage the Keds, the 
team that allowed him to slip through 
1ts lingers without a trial.

In principle 
this rule was adhered to the last, as 
a statement issued by President Hemp- 
stead, of the New Yorks, today reveal- 
ed the fact that it was not until 
“Matty” had asked for permission to 
negotiate for a managerial berth that 
the idea of trading him entered their 
minds. President Herrmann announc- 
ed that Mathewson would be in charge 
of the team beginning tomorrow. 

The deal was consummated at noon 
today, after a two-hour conference be- 
tween Presidents Herrmann and Hemp- 
stead and Manager McGraw, of the 
Gianta. 

New York had insisted upon attach- 
ing a string to Mathewson which would 
subject him to recall after two years, 
but finally agreed to allow him to be- 
come the exclusive property of the Cin- 
cinnati club.

Chicago, July 20.—Reports that were 
said to show the gravest crop injury 
in the northwest since 1904 led today 
to a sharp upturn in prices of wheat.

wheat prices began as 
market opened, and there 
was at no time any decided setback. 
ln addition to assertions that beyond 
doubt the spring crop yields would be 
generally affected by black rust, word 
came that the harm from blight would 
be perhaps even more serious, North 
Dakota dispatches complained chiefly 
that the black rust had‘spread to the 
stems of the plant, whereas South Da- 
kota advices laid greater gtress on 
withering or blight caused by excessive 
heat. Estimates were current that 20 
lo 40 per cent injury had already been 
done in the best producing district of 
South Dakota. feanwhile, unfavor- 
able crop conditions reported from Eu- 
rope, especially France, tended fur- 
ther to lift the market here. 

Realizing sales to secure profits on 
wheat increased toward the end of the 
session, but failed to prevent prices 
rallying from declines. An important 
element in the buoyancy of the market 
was the fact that offerings of new 
wheat were not heavy and that all tke 
leading winter wheat markets were 
actively competing for supplies. 

Rains in the southwest and the west 
had only a temporary oearish effect 
oncorn. The strength of wheat proved 
quickly to be more than any offset.
